WASHINGTON, May 10.—Tlio Chinese 


<i«e8tion occupied tho entire utteiilion 
of the cabinet at its meeting today. 


Before tho cabinet meeting Chief Jus- 


tice Fuller, who dissented from thede- 
cli-iou of tho supremo court, called ul 
the "\VliitoHouau and had a brief talk 
•with the President. Subseciucntly the 
Chiui -ItiBtice had an interview with 
Secretary Grcsham. 


It is understood that tlie conclusion 


was reached by the cabinet that Uieliuv 
could not be enforced for the reason 
that there is no money available for the 
.purpose. The act only carries :m appro- 
priation of $100,000, and Secretary Car- 
lisle showed that not more than $10,000 
rif that sum remained.

This Ktatcnient exhibited what one 


member of the cabinet called the niter 
inability of the government to give any 
-effect to tlie law without further action 
of congress.

ability ot the federal government mak- 
ing any immediate effort to put the law 
into (•ftecl.

feet long en route for the mills to be 
i«ed in running their heavy machinery. 


For want of a road they cannot pur- 


chase supplies in I'Vcsno county, but 
must lake them bv way of V isaba. I he 
Kemioia road will shorten the route 
thirtv miles or more ami bring the trade 
lo Ha'nger and Fresno as soon us com- 
pleted. 
Some idea of the amount of business 


doncmav lie obtained from the fact 
that they have engaged 1000 tons of hay 
for use at the mills.

trade by any means. Of tho $50,000 
business done tho lust month ill the dull 
season onlv $4000 of it was from this 
county. They ship lo Ogden, Salt 1-ako 
City, Arizona, New Mexico, and even 
further east, besides their large trade on 
Lhis coast.
